Even in counties where the sher- 
iff’s office and fire department 
are held to county-wide purposes, 
the people of the unincorporated 
urban areas rely on them for pro- 
tection, and the existence of such 
areas is perpetuated by the exist-] 
ence of these departments. 

Yet their support is from coun- 
ty-wide taxes levied at the same 
rates both inside and _ outside 
cities. 

Similarly, park facilities. and 
recreation programs in unincor- 
porated areas, school crossing 
guards in unincorporated terri- 
tory, and maintenance of streets 
in urban subdivisions constitute 
subsidies not only at the expense 
of city taxpayers but also at the 
expense of taxpayers of the truly 
rural sections of the county. 

While the furnishing of these 
county services encourages the ex- 
istence of the urban fringe, cities 
are not without blame.
